SYNTHETIC DIAMOND SAID 
TO HAVE BEEN DISCOVERED

Swiss Newspaper Reports Geneva 
Laboratory Has Produced Crystals 
With Properties of Diamond. 
GENEVA, March 30.—The synthetiz 
diamond, long sought for by science, an- 
pears at last to have been discovered, 

Says the Geneva Tribune today. 

“Research work :is being carried out 
at the Geneva laboratory of Inorganic 
Chemistry,” adds the newspaner, “on 
the separation of carbonic anhydrides 
in the form of snow by ehlorophylous 
pyridine in solution and wther nitrous 
organic liquids. In the residue, besides 
free carbon of varying weight, have 
been found very hard and verv neavy 
white tetrahedral and octohedral crys- 
tals which burned without leaving 
ashes, and were insoluole in aqua regia. 
possessing, as far as the analysis made 
up to the present show, all the proper- 
ties of the diarnond.

The return made by Ernest W. Stix, 
administrator of the estate, was con- 
sidered too low by the board, in com- 
parison with the inventory of the 
estate on file in, the Protate Court. 
But the Administrator appeared be- 
fore the board and argued that notes 
and other securities which appeared 
in the inventory at their face value 
were valueless. He said he had taken 
what remained, after deducting the 
valueless paper, and had made the 
return, for the estate, on a basis of 
60 per cent of this value. 

The board accepted his explanation 
as to the reason for cutting the fig- 
ures qf the inventory, but ruled that 
his return should have been on a 70 
per cent basis, and accordingly in- 
creased the estate’s personal prop- 
erty assessment by one-sixth, rais- 
ing it from $14,353.28 to $17,025. 

Reductions on Protests, 

Members of the board were asked 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter whether 
this meant that 70 per cent returns 
on cash and other personal property 
were acceptable, and the reply was 
in the affirmative. The reporter then 
asked whether, in cases where a 10) 
per cent return had been made, the 
board would cut it to 70 per cent. 

“Not unless an appeal is filed by 
the person interested,’’ was the an- 
swer. 

The Post-Dispatch for many months 
has pointed out the discrepancies be- 
tween the returns made to the Assessor 
on estates and the inventories filed in 
the Probate Court. Following these dis- 
closures, the Assessor made tentative 
increases in the assessments of 32 es- 
tates, and the administrators were no- 
tified to appear and show cause why the 
increases should not be made. The 
Stix case was the first one of these 
to be heard by the board. 

In the Stix case, the return showed 
that the estate had, on June 1 last, 3559.25 
eash, $3000 notes and $10,794 bonds. ‘The 
Probate Coure inventory, filed Aug. 6. 
showed $2385 cash, $86,951.25 notes and 
$36,895.62 bonds. The board proposed, un- 
less cause was shown to the contrary, 
to raise the assessment to $126,192.43. 

Pitzman Asks Reduction. 

Julius Pitzman, capitalist and sur- 
veyor, appeared Lefore the board rep- 
resenting the Compton Hill Improve- 
ment Co. for the purpose of appealing 
from the assessment of 32 parcels of 
real estate in the Compton Hill dis- 
trict.

This 
year, he said, his company was willing 
to sell the same property for $100,000, 
but without result in the form of a $ur- 
chaser. 

Charles O. A. Brunk, former State 
Senator and a member of the board, 
sympathized with Pitzman as a South 
Side property holder. He told of build- 
ing « house at a cost of $50,000 on Long- 
fellow boulevard four years ago. He 
said he lived in it three years and was 


then forced to sell because of business 
reverses.

The position of the United States is 
that a submarine is operating withir 
the law when she shells or torpedoes 
a merchant ship trying to escape. As 
soon as the merchantman capitulates, 
however, she is entitled to immunity 
from further attack,

One important question upon which the 
army officials here wish to obtain light 
is exactly what interpretation will be 
placed by the Mexican officials on Gew 
Carranza’s instructions that supplies 
must be shipped in the ordinary 'anner 
as commercial freight.

[It was indicated at Gen. Funston’s 
headquarters that the use of the Juarez- 
Chihuahua line of the National Railways 
would be asked for if the bad condition 
of the Northwestern should make it im- 
possible to handle supplies properly, or 
if the altered positions of the cavalry 
and supporting lines engaged in the pur- 
suit of Francisco Villa should make ad- 
visable the use of a shorter and more 
direct route for supplies, It Was suggest- 
ed that if Carranza did not object to 
the use of the Northwestern he prob- 
ably would not object to the use of the 
other line. 

If supplies should be held up or inter- 
fered with on their way to the front, 
Gen. Funston, it is expected, again will 
urge that permission be secured to placa 
escorts on trains carrying them. 

Whether specific orders had been sent 
to Gen. Bell to begin shipping supplies 
under the terms of Carranza’s permis- 
sion was not stated at. headquarters 
where it was indicated the War Depart- 
ment had intimated to Gen. Funston 
that he preserve greater silence on sub- 
fects connected with the operations in 
Mexico.

(Consent to Use of Mexican Railways 
Solves Difficult Problem. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—Gen. 
Carranza helped to solve the army’s 
most difficult problem in the chase 
for Villa by promptly granting re- 
newed requests for permission to 
use the Mexico Northwestern: rail- 
road. Carranza has agreed that the 
line can’ be used on a commercial 
basis and this is construed here to 
mean that all service shall be paid 
for at regular rates. 

This does notjimvolve the shipment 
of munitions nor the use of Ameri- 
can guards on the Mexican trains. 
The State Department will negotiate 
with Carranza further to bring 
about a most complete understand- 
ing pending the completion of the 
proposed protocol with the de facto 
government to cover the entire sub- 
ject of the international pursuit of 
Villa, 

Assuming that Carranza had noti- 
fied his officers on the border of the 
new agreement for the use of the 
railroad, an order was dispatched to 
Funston late last night to tender 
supplies for hipment. 

Department of Justice agents, follow- 
ing a trail which is said to lead to 
American sources of supply for Villa, 
have uncovered. evidence in New York 
and other cities which they believe when 
fully developed will justify the charge. 
The allegation often made that Villi 
has received aid from German sources 
also is being investigated, but no indi- 
cation has been given as to whether any 
evidence has been obtained.

Flowers Deposited on Burial Place of 
Midshipman Dale in Bermuda 
on Washington's Birthday. 

ST. GEHRORGE’S, Bermuda Islands, 
Maren .1.—Many Bermudians, together 
Americans who reside temporarily 
in these islands, made a pilgrimage o': 
Washington's birthday to the grave ot 
Richard Sutheriand Dale, a midshipman 
of the United States navy, who died here 
from wounds received in the battle be 
tween the American frigate President 
and British naval vessels more than a 
hundred years ago. In the quaint old 
burying ground ground St. Peter's 
(Church here a large number of persons 
gathered and deposited floral tributes on 
the grave of the plucky midshipman. 

Dale sailed with Commodore Decatur 
on the President when that noted com- 
mancer left the remainder of his squad- 
ron, the Peacock, the Hornet and the 
storeship Tom Bowline, at New York 
to escape the British blockade. His ves- 
sel having grounded while going to sea, 
Commodore Decatur decided, after pro- 
ceeding some distance, to return to port 
for repairs. On his way he met four 
British frigates, Jan. 15, 1815. In a ter- 
rific engagement the President cut up 
the Endymion, forcing her to retire, but 
the other three British frigates, the 
Majestic, the Pomor and the Tenedos, 
surrounded the President and finally 
forced her to surrender, after 25 of he 
men had been killed and 60 wounded. 
They were one-quarter of the President's 
crew. 

The President was brought to Bermtda 
and the wounded landed here. Midship- 
m-n Dale lost a leg in the battle. He 
died at Stennett’s Hotel here on Thurs- 
day, Feb. 23, 1815.

RETAKE WORKS IN 
AVOCOURT WOOD 


French Report Tells of Fruitless 
Assaults by Enemy in Ver- 
dun District. 


QUIET AT MALANCOURT 


Teutons Make No Further Ad- 
vance at Point of Yester- 
day’s Gains.. 


PARIS, March 30.—Several German 
infantry attacks upon Avocourt, in 
an endeavor to retake lost positions 
were made last night. The War Of- 
fice report of this afternoon says 
these assaults failed. No further ad- 
vances against Malancourt were ai- 
tempted by the Germans. East of 
the Meuse there was heavy artillery 
fighting. 

The statcment says: 

“To the south of the River Somme, 


the way having been prepared by a vio- 
le~* bombardment, the enemy pene 
trated to one of the advanced points of 
your line at a point to the west of Ver- 
mandovillers, to the north of Chaulnes, 
A counter attack on our part, however, 
drove them o.. at once. 

“To tne west of the Tiver Meuse the 
Gerinans last night delivered severa! 
counter attacks against our positions “ 
the wood of Avocourt. All these as- 
Ssaults. however, were driven back by 
our curtains of fire and the firing of 
our machine guns and infantry detach- 
ments, which caused heavy losses in the 
ranks of the cnemy. This was notably 
the case before the redoubt of Avo- 
court, where the Germans left piles of 
dead bodies. 

‘There has been a new military 
dexevor in t»e region of Malancourt. 

‘To the east of the River Meuse and in 
the Woevre cistrict there has been inter- 
mittent bombardments. The Germans 
have thrown into the River Meuse, tv 
the north of St. Mihiel, a great number 
of floating rmiines, which, however, have 
caused no damage. 

“During the day of March 29, one of 
our aerial attacking squadrons threw 
down 15 shells of large caliber on the 
Sablons Railroad station of Metz, and 
five others on the railroad station at 
Pagny-sur-Movuselle. During the night of 
March 29-39 two French aviators bom- 
barded the railroad station at Maizieres- 
les-Metz, seven miles north of Metz.”’ 

Last night's announcement from the 
War Office said: 

“Our heavy artillery 
fire on the Malancourt Wood and 
Avocourt during German counter at- 
tacks on the adjacent sector. 

“West of Meuse the bombardment 
continued with violence during the 
dav from Avocourt as far as Bethin- 
court. Three successive counter at- 
tacks of the enemy against positions 
captured by us this morning in the 
Avocourt wood were completely re- 
pulsed. 

“In the course of an attack with 
heavy effectives directed on the vil- 
lage of Malancourt the Germans were 
able to gain a footing in an ad- 
vanced work situated north of Malan- 
court and to occupy two houses in the 
village. All attempts to push te- 
yond this were stopped by our fire.”

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Greek Protests to Central Powers 
Against Aerial Attack on Saloniki. 
ATHENS, March 30.—The Greek Gov- 

ernment has protested to the central 

Powers against the aerial bombardment 

of Saloniki last Monday. 

Le Patris says that the Consuls of the 
United States, Spain and Rumania have 
asked their Governments for authority 
to leave Saloniki with their respective 
nationals, owing to the insecurity of the 
place, 


French Drive Germans Back in An- 
other Saloniki Raid. 

PARIS, March 30.—A Havas dispatch 
from Saloniki says that another aerial 
raid on that city was attempted yester- 
day by German aeroplanes. French air- 
men engaged them and compelled them 
to turn about without accomplishing 
their object. Several bombs were 
dropped on Orfani, but did no damage. 


SALONIKI, March 30.—The Mayor of 
Saloniki has telegraphed King Constan- 
tine asking that the population of the 
city be protected against future raids. 
The funerals of the victims of the aerial 
gitack were marked by shouts of 
‘Down with barbarians and criminals!’’ 

One of the bombs fell in front of the 
house of Gen. Moschopoulos, command- 
er of the Greek forces in Saloniki. 

Four German aeroplanes were brought 
down i:. the raid. Two of the ma- 
chihes were shot down as they tried to 
approach the water front while the 
others wer? brought to earth later dur- 
ing a chase by French machines. The 
aviators in all four of ths, machines 
were killed. 

The suggestion that the American, 
Spanish and Rumanian consulates here 
be abandoned owing to the Insecurity of 
the situation, has not met with the ap- 
proval of Rumania, which has schools 
and’ other important interests in Salon- 
tki. Spain has consented to the clos- 
ing of her consulate. If the American 
Consul should leave, the interests of 
Germany, Austria and Bulgaria, witch 
which he is charged, would be unpro- 
tected.

Colonel Assails President by Questions as to 
Responsibility for Conditions in Behalf, He 
Says, of Americans Below Rio Grande.

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., March 30.—Col, 
Roosevelt last night issued this stat» 
ment: 

“I have received many requests from 
good American citizens in Mexico asking 
if there is not some way by which the 
American people may be made to under- 
stand the utterly baseless character of 
President Wilson’s recent charge that, 
American property owners in Mexico 
were responsible for stirring up the 
trouble there. All that is necessary is 
to ask the President to answer these 
perfectly simple questions: 

“What American or other property 
owners in Mexico secured the killing 
of the 276 Americans who have been 
killed by Mexicans? 

‘Does Mr. Wilson mean that it was 
American property owners who inspired 
him to permit the shipping to the Vil- 
hstas of the thousands of rifles and 
munitions of war which they have now 
used to kill our people? 

“Does Mr. Wilson mean that American 
property owners inspired his then 
friends, the Villistas and Carranzistas, 
shooting across.our border on different 
“ceasions to kill on our own soil nine 
American soldiers and wound many vth- 
ers? 

The Affrays nt Naco, 

‘Does Mr. Wilson mean that it was 
the owners of property in Mexico, na- 
tive or foreign, who inspired the Vi'- 
istas and Carranzistas in repeated af- 
frays at Naco by shooting over the 
line into American territory to kill and 
wound all to!d some 57 Americans, in- 
cluding American women, American so!- 
diers in the American uniform and ile 
American collector of customs? 

“Does Mr. Wilson mean that it was

INCREASE IN PICTURE SHOWS,

Amusement Hevivel Includes Music 
Halls and Cabaretsa—American Poe- 
lice Films Popular. 

PARIS, March w.—Two hundred and 


twenty-six places 


of entertainment— 
theaters, cinematographs, music halls 
and cabarets—are running Paris as 
against 190 on Jan. 1, 1915. This includes

practically all theaters of Paris and the 


opera, whose performances are intermit- 
tent matinees. The Comedie Francaise 
plays every evening. Other large thea- 
ters give four to five performances a 
week. Smaller theaters give three to 
four prformances, 

Moving picture shows are running far 
ahead of theaters in attendance. Dur- 
ing December last the number of spec- 
tators in the theaters was 895,765, while 
(604,519 witnessed cinematograph per. 
formances. The greater popularity of 
moving picture shows is attributed 
largely to war films... American police 
films have had a remarkable vogue. 

Few original plays have been produced 
since the war began, but the Prefect 
of Police is kept busy reading new 
productions and old ones to eliminate 
passages not passing the censorship. He 
has read 1500 plays and examined 900 
films since Aug. 3], 1915. He has exam- 
ined 130 concert programs per week, rep- 
resenting a total of about 2000 bongs 
each week, all practically new.

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SENATE DEBATES 
ARMY INCREASE 
BILL BY SECTIONS 


Measure Will Be Constantly 
Under Consideration Until 
it Is Passed. 


EFFORT MADE FOR SPEED 


Chamberlain to Ask for Night 
Sessions if Progress Is 
Too Slow. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—Debate 
Was resumed in the Senate today on 
the army increase bill, the first of 
the big national defense bills te reach 
the upper chamber. 

Consideration of the bill began yes- 
terday with Republicans joining the 


Democrats in expressing the hope that 
it might be disposed of as quickly as 
possible. 

Senator Chamberlain, chairman of 
the Military Committee, introduced 
the measure, which is a substitute for 
the Hay bill, passed by the House, 
and made a long address ex- 
plaining its provisions. When the 
bill had been read, it wags laid aside 
to permit Senators to familiarize 
themselves with it. Today it was 


be kept constantly before the Senate 
until passed. Senator Chamberlain 
announced he would ask for night * 
sessions unless reasonable progress 
was made without them. 

So far there has been no evidence of 

any serious opposition to the bill, a)- 
though changes in certain features will 
be advocated. Senator Borah gave no- 
tice that he would fight the national 
guard provisions. He does not believe 
the national guard should be used as a 
basis for a reserve force, and favors in- 
stead the provision for creation and the 
training of a volunteer force under su- 
pervision of Federal army officers. 
The chief aim of the Senate substitute 
is to increase the peace strength of the 
regular standing army to 175,000 men. It 
also provides for a Federal volunteer 
force of 261,000 men and a national 
guard of 280,000, which would be placed 
under Federal control and participate 
in lederal appropriations. 

Criticism of the aviation equipment of 
the army was freely made during yes- 
terday’s discussion and the recent ex- 
periences of the aviators in Mexico were 
cited as illustrations of the inefficieney 
of the equiprnent. Senator Chamberlain 
declared that Congress was largely re- 
sponeible for this condition, because uf 
its parsimonious policy in the face of in- 
sistence by department heade for large 
appropriations.

THERS have preached against the 
O modern dances. Mr. Cecil J. 
Sharp differs from some other 
reformers inasmuch as he comes along 
with a remedy—something to replace 
them. 
As president of the English Folk Dance 
Society, he is spending some time in 
America, carrying on a mission, which 
is the revival of old country dances. 
Mr. Sharp is an Englishman—so much 
so that his St. Louis audiences have 
freely confessed a difficulty in under- 
standing the language he speaks, or at 
least the pronounciation thereof. 
“Puritan England has not known the 
vogue of the new dances,”’ said he. ‘‘Nor 
France, either. They struck me, as I 
have observed them here, as being alto- 
gether impossible.’’ And his words were 
mild, giving no idea of the scorn his 
face expressed. 
“If I had not met and known the 
young persons dancing them, I could not 
have believed no wrong was intended 
by their movements.’’ 
“Of course, the English are a great 
deal more reserved in their behavior 
than we,’’ said I. 
“Upon the surface, yes,’ replied Mr. 
Sharp. “I don’t think we are less emo- 
tional, though. England in war times 
is a great deal gayer than usual.”’ 
“Gayer?’ I inquired. “Is that another 
meapa of hiding their real feelings?’ 
‘‘No, they actually feel keyed up. The 
phrase ‘Merrie England’ is a great deal 
more thrust forward and we respond to 
its stimulus. The French, the mercuria!, 
the effervescent nation emotionally, 
when the war came, was plunged into 
despondency. The women abandoned 
smart attire. The men refused to shave. 
You remember, they were greeted as 
‘the hairy ones’ in the trenches. They 
could not understand the Englishmen 
who arrived clean shaven, spic and span, 
laughing, fighting, jesting and playing 
games between fights. 
“However, as to this American danc- 
in,”’ he resumed, “I do not come to tilt 
at another nation’s manners. If Ameri- 
ca has gone to extremes in its dancing. 
it is because your young country, hav- 
ing to give a great deal of thought to 
the material end of things, has been 
rather starved upor its emotional side. 
It has cried out and dancing, which is 
the finest means of expressing the emo- 
tions, has responded rather overwhelm- 
ingly to the cry. 
“TI do not want to seem to criticise a 
country wheroin I am a guest,” he in- 
sisted. “I prefer to present an ideal 
and let those who will accept it.’’

R. SHARP has been induced to 
Mi come to St. Louis for a week to 
start the dancing, which will be 
a part of vur civic Shakspearean cele- 
bration tn June, in the right direction.

‘RAISE FOOD AND FEED AND 
THEN ALL COTTON YOU CAN’ 


Little Rock Board of Commerce in a 
Campaign for “Safe Farming” in 
Arkansas, 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 30.—The 
Profitable Farming Bureau of the Little 
Rock Board of Commerce is sending out 
20,000 circular letters to business men in 
the State, urging them to exert influ- 
ence to induce farmers to stick to the 
“safe farming’’ plan that brought such 
definite prosperity to Arkansas last 

year. 

“There is on intention to attempt to 
persuade the farmers to abandon plant 
ing cotton,” the letter says. “Cotton al- 
ways will be the big ‘money crop’ of 
the South. What we are trying to do 
is persuade the farmer to abandon the 
old-fashioned practice of planting his 
every tillable acre to cotton and at the 
same time buying food for himself and 
his livestock. We are urging him to 
raise on his farm the food for his fam- 
ily and for his stock, then to go in and 
plant every remaining acre to cotton if 
he thinks that advisable. 

“It is the first duty of every farm 
to produce the food for the people and 
the feed for the animals living on it. 
The cotton grower in 1916 is hurting his 
community and himself and family in 
just the proportion that he ignores this 
wise and tested principle. 

“Each family on a cotton farm should 
have % acre in garden, % acre in sweet 
potatoes, % acro in Irish potatoes (plant- 
ed twice—February and August), % acre 
Japanese ribbon cane, 20 young hens, 
one brood sow, one milch cow. 

After raising food and feed, raise ev- 
ery pound of cotton you can.”

NEW YOK, March W.—One important 
witness desired by the District Attor- 
ney to complete the chain of evidence 
in the Peck murder case was still iniss- 
ing early today. He is Eugene QO. 
Kane, the embalmer, who, :ccocding to 
Dr. Arthur Warren Walte, accepted 
$9000 in cash as part payment of $25,00) 
Waite was to have given him fo: 
swearing that he used arsenic in €i1- 
balming the body of Waite's wealthy 
father-in-law, John E. Peck, of Grand 
Rapids, Mich. 

The District Attorney has ordered 
Kane's arrest on a charge of conspiring 
to hide a crime. He wishes to question 
him also to learn whether others wer: 
involved In the alleged conspiracy. 

Circulars bearing the photograph and 
description of Kane were sent broad- 
cast from police headquarters today on 
the instructions of the District Attor- 
ney. A detective waited all night at 
Kane’s home, but he did not return. 
Mrs. Kane said she expected her hus- 
band to come home today. 

John 8. Potter, the undertaker who 
had charge of Peck's funeral, and who 
employed Kane as embalmer, reiterated 
under a strict examination i:ast i:ight 
that he had no part in the supposed 
plot. 

Potter has admitted that he received a 
fetter from Waite asking him and Kane 
not to telephone him, as Waite believed 
his telephone wire had been tapped, and 
also telling him he need not worry about 
his check. 

Kane embalmed the body of Mrs. Kath- 
erine Adams in the famous Molineux 
case and Potter was the undertaker who 
attended to the body of William M. Rice, 
for whose death Albert T. Patrick was 
tried. 

Dr. is still at Bellevue hos- 
pital, under arrest, charged with the 
murder of his father-in-law. Physi- 
cians said today that he probably would 
be well enough to leave the nospital by 
Monday. The District Attorney ex- 
pects to receive an indictment or in- 
dictments in the case by the end of the 
week. 

Ineffectual efforts were made by Mrs 
Margaret Weaver Horton, Waite's 
friend, who has been closely questioned 
by the District Attorney, to obtain per- 
mission to visit Waite at the Bellevue 
Hospital.

Madden of this city, former District 
Judge and again a candidate for that 
office, has announced a novel platform. 


It follows: 

‘'The courts of Kansas are not circum- 
scribed by laws and precedents, as many 
other courts are,’’ said Judge Madden. 
“During my practice and while on the 
bench I found many things which had 
been customary for a long time but 
which were neither necessary nor re- 
quired. 

“Tf I am elected Judge next fall I ex- 
pect to conduct the public service in 
the spirit of fairnes. and in the light of 
my previous experience I expect to make 
some radical changes in the practices 
common in the courts of Kansas and in 
other states. 

“I intend to invite all litigants into 
my office for a little informal talk be- 
fore they proceed with a case in my 
court. If there is litigation pending [ 
will invite the litigants to see me also. 
Their lawyers will not be admitted 'o 
the room. Then I want each one to tell 
me the exact facts in the case as each 
sees them and in each other's presence. 

Will Propose Mediation. 

“Then I will try to act as mediator, 
and if mediation cr inot be had I shall 
offer the opportunity of arbitration to 
each one. Each may voluntarily select 
an arbitrator, and if desired, I will ad- 
vise with the two arbitrators on ail 
questions of law. If the arbitrators 
make a decision the award will be en- 
tered as a rule and order of this court 
and judgment will be rendered accori- 
ingly, the same as when a ju-y returns 
a verdict. 

‘If these methods fail, of course there 
is nothing left to do but go into the 
courts. I have tried these methods a 
great deal in my priv:ite practice and 
in a few instances while I was District 
Judge, and they wer: so successful that 
I am inspired to put them into the pub- 
lic service. They will help to check 
hostile and causeless litigation, to de- 
termine speedily many disputes, save 
much time to the courts, lighten the 
cost of litigation, relleve public expense 
in maintaining the courts and the at- 
tendant officials and expenses. It will 
open the courts wider to the public, 
often make the litigants self-helpfu!, 
will facilitate court work and will min- 
imize the activities of the shyster lawyer 
to a great extent.”

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ARMAN'S VII 
STORY OF FIGHT 
WITH A FOKKER 


“The Little Beggar Was De- 
scribing Circuits Round Us,” 
Says British Aviator. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, March 14.—A vivid descrip- 
tion of a battle in the air between a 
German Fokker and a British machine, 
ending in a victory for the Briton, has 
been received by a woman from an air- 
man on thé western front. 

“Success at last!’’ writes the airman. 
“Yesterday being the first fine day, I 
had instructions to get.up with Lieut. 

as observer. It took us roughly 
an hour to get up to 9000 feet, which 
time we spent between working and 
climbing, climbing and climbing still. 

“Twenty to 12 found us east of ——, 
not far short of 10,000 féet up, and it 
was distinctly chilly. A biplane and 4 
monoplane appeared east of us, the bi- 
plane leading, with ample evidence of 
being in a hurry, and the monoplane— 
which appeared to be one of our Mo 
rane type—overhauling {t hand ovef fist. 
We were about %0 feet above the 
‘buses,’ and when within about a mile 
I got a glimpse of the monoplane’s top 
wing—black crossed on a white base. 
Good enough! 

“Down Went Our Nose.” 

‘Down went our nose almcst vertical- 
ly, my ooserver standing on the wire- 
less seat, ~vnich in the normal ilying 
position is straight up in front of the 
passenger seat, but in thé present case 
Was, of course, considerably more hori- 
zontal than the floor. Two thousand 
feet we cama down while the air-speed 
indicator went up to 160 m. p. h., and 
then stuck—not having been designed 
for the purpose of exceeding recognized 
Hmits. I expected our matchine to fold 
up undér tne strain any moment, but 
she stood it like a rock. 

“By thia tine the other two machines 
were almost vertically below us—the 
Hun had caught up the other machine, 
and was emptying his gun at it at 59 
yards range. I started pulling our ma- 
chine out of her nose dive about 200 feet 
above the Tiun, as too sudden a shock 
would inevitabiy have crumpled her up, 
The consequence was that we found our- 
selves above and behind the unfortunate 
Tenton, afd within £0 yards of him. 

“To my mind he never gaw us until 
we opened fire. Twenty rounds of léad 
were planted in the back of his neck, 
though apnvarently they did not hit him. 
He then turned his attention to uz, 
turning left-handed, and passing directly 
below us. This necessitated our getting 
on a perpendicular bank and doing 1 
complete circuit to see where he'd got 
to! The little beggar was describing cir- 
cults around us, while we did a sort of 
‘inner circle.’ 

Enemy Heads for ftome. 

“Things being at the moment at a dis- 
tinctly unsatisfactory status, we werén’t 
porry to see thé Hun heading for hémé. 
After him we went, both diving lustily, 
while Lient. —— gavé him thé rést of 
the drum—another 28 rounds. I wes be- 
ginning to get &@ little anxious, as we 
were getting very low, and expeeting 
‘Archie’ to get us any minute—when We 
got him. A lucky shot found its billet, 
and the pilot Was no more. 

“The evolutions that machine described 
falling 7000 feet with no man at the 
wheel were extraordinary. Viewed from 
above, first, wheels up, then right way 
again, a loop, several cartwheels, a nose 
dive, more loops, and several turns on 
to and off its back, sideways, until it 
was lost to sight almost on the ground. 
Good enough! 

“The next I remember doing was look- 
ing at my watch at 12:45. Homeward we 
wendéed our Weary Way, thoush. I must 
confess, not without a frequent ex- 
change of handshakes and chuckles, 
Quite an ovation on landing. 

“This little beggar we had the luck 
té account for had, in company with 
two Aviatiks, given two other aero- 
planes of ours a busy time when they 
wWeré on reconnaissance duties, which 
father mitigated the sorrow which one 
naturally feels for the poor beggars 
whom the laws of war made our vic- 
tims, théugh they might have been the 
best of féllows in themselves. The Ma- 
jor was delighted, as it was the first 
machine of this type to show up !n this 
quarter. 

“A number of Fokkers, as the German 
Moranes are called, have been giving 
our machines a lot of trouble down 
south, and it is rather thought that this 
one may have been a picked pilot sént 
up to put more heart into the other ma- 
chines working in this sector of front. 
Yor his first appearance he had c#r- 
tainly done remarkably well. For speed 
nnd elimb he left our machines abso- 
lutely standing. 

Jubilation and Regret. 

“T must say he was the first German 
we have run across who put up any- 
thing like a decent show, and vur jublil- 
ation is tinged with regret at the loss 
of a very gallant fellow.’’ 

The wreck came down in the British 
lines, and was seen by thousands of 
soldiers. The airman continues: 

“Ag far as I gathered, viewed from 
the ground, the fall was full of excite- 
ment, and our troops for four miles 
along the lines had stood up and cheered 
to a man for several minutes on end. 
In fact, a few had said to the officer 
in command of the battalion—so he told 
us—that they all felt it worth a day’s 
discomfort to see it come down 7000 
feet; as the engine was going all tne 
time, and as it only took % seconds to 
érop the best part of two miles, you can 
imagine it was going when it hit the 
ground. 

Strikes English Dugout. 

“Finishing its descent in a nose drive, 
with its engine going, it first struok 
the top of a dug-out. It would seem that 
fellows watching its descent, and see- 
ing ite course to be headed towards 
them, had taken refuge in the dug-out. 
The roof was built of trunks of trees of 
reassuring dimensions, covered with 
three feet of earth. 

“The impact was so great that, ow- 
ing to the weight of the engine, it had 
gone slap through the roof and buried 
its nose into the bottom of the dug- 
out, leaving a portion of its tail out- 
side, but the rest so telescoped as to 


occupy not more than a cubic yard. Re-: 


| membering the fact that this type of 
machine has an all-stee] frame and that 
betiind the pilot's séat there is nothing 
cf weight, it helps to emphasize at 
whet a colossal speed he must havo 
been traveling. 

“The r oceupants of the dug-out 
wére all Wounded as a result, but none 
seriously. One in particular lay there 
under the impression that he was in 
another world for some time, About a 
quarter of an hour after striking the 
debris caught fire, possibly due to the 
shells which the Germans promptly 
procéeded to put over. It was then that 
the would-bé corpse decided that a lit- 
tle activity might be helpful.”

Herbert A. Ayres Was Organizer 
of the Standard Ship Build- 
ing Company. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

STAMFORD, Conn., March 30.—Her- 
bert A. Ayres, business associate of St. 
iz0uis Capitalists, former resident of 5t. 
“Louis and organizer and former presi- 
dent of the Standard Shipbuilding Co., 
who swallowed nine grains of bichloride 
of mercury, is in a serious condition. 
The physicians are awaiting the outcome 
of tests being made by Dr. Bruce 
Weaver to ascertain how much of the 
poison the system has absorbed. 

If more than two of the nine grairs 
were absorbed before the wad of chew- 
ing gum in which the tablets were taken 
was emitted, it is lixnely a kidney-strip- 
ping operation will be performed. Dr. 
Robert T. Morris, a New York special- 
ist, will perform the operation if one is 
decided upon. 

Ayres’ condition is aggravated by kid- 
ney disease. His mental attitude also 
militates against recovery. He has said 
repeatedly that he wants to die. 

Supposed Reason for Act. 

According to information coming indi- 
rectly from Ayres, his private cecre- 
tary and his sister, Mrs. M. L. Baker, 
his despondency is chiefly due to with- 
drawal of financial support he hal 
counted on for an enterprise he was pro- 
moting. A frienu said today: 

“Mr. Ayres had a disagreement with 
his associates in the Standard Ship 
Building Co, and resigned as president 
and director T’eb. 29. He also had Mexi- 
can interests which weighed on his ‘ind. 
I talked with him a few days ago, but 
did not gain the impression that his 
troubles weizhecd upon his mind suf- 
ficiently to cause him to attempt sui- 
cide.” 

Mrs. Baker, Ayres’ sister, is a widow, 
and Ayres had been living at her home 
at Irvington, N. Y., for three years 
They came here recently and leased 
the villa of J. H. Shipway of New York, 
who has a large country place at Norton 
Heights. 


E. A. Faust Succeeds Ayres as Presi- 
dent of Ship Company. 
Edward A. Faust was elected presi- 
dent of the Standard Shipbuilding cor- 
poration six weeks ago, following Ayres’ 
resignation. Moses Shoenberg and Fi. 
A. Stifel are directors in the corpora- 
tion. According to Louis J. Nicolaus of 
the brokerage firm of Stifel, Nicolaus & 
Parsons, Ayres resigned in the nat- 
ural course of events, and Nicolaus sail 
that he felt sure that Ayres had no rea- 
son to be worried regarding the affairs 
of the corporation. 
_ The corporation, Nicolaus said, was 
not actual’: organized until last Jan- 
uary. Its capital stock is $3,000,000. Its 
purpose was to build two standard 
kinds of vessels, one of 6000 and one of 
8000 tons, and the directors believed 
that by standardizing all work a great 
saving could be effected in building 
cost. It was the plan of the corpora- 
tion to turn out two ships each month.

WILL INVESTIGATE 
GASOLINE PRiGts 


Senate Passes Resolution Look- 
ing for Explanation of Re- 
cent Increases. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—Agita- 
tion over the soaring price of gaso- 
line came up in the Senate today 
and ended in the adoption of a reso- 
lution by Senator Martine directing 
the Attorney-General to investigate 
whether rising prices are the result 
of an unlawful conspiracy. 

Senator Martine’s resolution was 
prefaced by a preamble asserting that 
the “Standard Oil Trust” controlled 
the gasoline output, and prices. 

“Every Senator here knows—he 
doesn’t think—’”’ said Senator Stone, 
“that consumers of gasoline are being 
robbed by some thieves.” 

Senator Cummins declared he had 
knowledge that the trade commission 
was preparing to report to the At- 
torney-General on a complaint that 
the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana was in 
a conspiracy with Eastern branches 
of the company “the effect of whicn 
is to lift the prices of gasoline in the 
Eastern country above prices in the 
West, where there is some competi- 
tion forced by independent concerns. 

“IT sincerely hope that the con- 
spiracy which I believe exists will be 
exposed and overthrown,” the Iowa 
Senator declared. 

Senator Lodge took exception to the 
preamble of the resolution arraigning 
the Standard Oil Co. as a trust, and 
Senator Hardwick suggested striking 
out the preamble. 

“IT can’t see any reason for timidity 
in arraigning the Standard Oil Co.,” 
responded Senator Martine. “God 
kows it has not been solicitous of the 
rest of the people.” 

Senator Smoot moved to strike out 
the preamble and Senator Gallinger

TH 
TS ESTIMATED 


Robust Men Have Resorted to 
All Sorts of Subterfuges to 
Evade Military Duty. 


MILAN, Italy, March 30.—A soldier ie- 
covering from wounds, a peasant and 
the father of nine children, was per- 
mitted to leave a hospital here for a 
walk about the city. On returning he 
was asked what he thought of the town. 

“It is a very wicked place,” he an- 
swered, hotly. “It is crowded with 
young men who loaf in the cafes, while 
we, with large families to support, have 
fought in the trenches. Why don’t 
they send them first? We can go to 
fight when they are killed, but let them 
do their share.” 

The same state of affairs exists in 
most if not all Italian cities. 

Although Italy has a system of con- 
scription requiring military service or 
all able-bodied men from the age of 19 
to 38, there are so many exemptions and 
dodges that the number of “imboscatl 
(slackers) has caused a4 nation-wide 
scandal. It is estimated that half a 
million robust men have evaded arniy 
service on the plea of being ‘unfit. 
There are various kinds of exemption 
for men engaged in Government depart- 
ments whose work could easily be done 
by older men or even by women,

Some people believe that advertising merely takes busi- 
ness away from one man and hands it to his competitor.

And the economy of truthful advertising purely as a com- 
petitive method has been clearly demonstrated in, many 
great industries over a period of years.

in the pulpit every Sunday." 
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The flaw in Col. Roosevelt’s criticism of the 
Wilson administration is its sweeping character. 
Not a spark of the judicious or the discriminate 
issues from the Colonel’s mouth. He sees noth- 
ing but President Wilson’s faults, nothing but his 
mistakes. Each fault and each mistake is magni- 
fied a hundred times in the Colonel’s eye. 

The President is open to criticism: he has made 
mistakes. Like most men, like most Presidents, 
his hindsight at times is better than his fore- 
sight. But he is also open to commendation. He 
has accomplished much and under heavy strain 
has kept peace. This, with the failure of the ad- 
ministration to build a great navy and raise a 
great army in brief time is the President’s crime 
which blots out all his virtues and his good deeds. 

It is true that we are unprepared for war, but 
we have always been unprepared for war. The 
Villa expedition was sent into Mexico under the 


more thoroughly equipped than the expedition 
into Cuba under the McKinley administration. 
Col. Roosevelt knows about our unpreparedness 
for the Spanish War. He and his company were 
one of the exhibits and testified to our shame- 
ful unreadiness. 

The bitter and indiscriminate character of the 
Roosevelt attacks brand them as partisan and 
selfish. The Colonel is not trying to be helpful; 
he is trying to be destructive. He is not trying 
to serve the country by calling attention to mis- 
takes or suggesting how they may be rectified; he 
is trying to serve his own selfish ambition by de- 
stroying Wilson and the public’s confidence in 
Wilson. He is trying to convince the country 
that he, himself, alone can save it from disaster. 

Col. Roosevelt prides himself on his patriot- 
ism, his Americanism. What shall be said of the 
conduct of an ex-President seeking election to the 
presidency for a third term who, when the Gov- 
ernment confronts an international crisis and is 
grievously beset by embarrassments and diffi- 
culties at home and abroad, deliberately, for par- 
tisan and personal ends, endeavors to destroy pub- 
lic confidence in the Government and to increase 
its embarrassments and difficulties? Is this 
Americanism? Is this patriotism? 
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At the St. Louis World’s Fair there was a Dis- 
appearing Gun. Villa seems to be a Disappearing 
Son of a Gun. 
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UNCERTAIN RACE ENTRIES. 
The Democratic gubernatorial contest is as un- 


certain as a county fair horse race. The changes 
in the list of entries are kaleidoscopic. 

Col. Gardner got in, out and in again. Vandiver 
hesitated several weeks on account of the ex- 
pected entry of Folk, then entered and withdrew.

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ELEPHANT DELAY. 

“We paid for our elephant and we want it 
now!” cries a little pupil of Clark Kindergarten. 

This elephant delay is insupportable. Other 
municipal projects may wait, but time is the es- 
sence of the elephant contract into which the 
well-meaning promoters rashly engaged with the 
confiding children. Better a millstone hung 
sround the promoters’ necks than offend these 
little ones. “We'll get the elephant as soon as we 
can, but maybe you will have to wait till Fall,” 
answer the prime mover to the infant stockhold- 
ers’ cries. An eternity—a dim and remote futur- 
ity to which the faith of childhood can hardly 
strain! Can anything be compared tc the tantali- 
zation and torture of elephant waiting? Or to 
the moral criminality that would perpetrate it?

The woods are full of 
elephants! 
We can’t, we won’t wait for our bought-and- 
paid-for elephant! Produce it—or the children 
will rise in their might.

ONE OF ‘‘SAFETY FIRST’S’’ EXCEPTIONS. 
An unusual combination of fog with three trains 
running only a few moments apart explains the 
railroad wreck at Amherst, O., in which 27 are 
reported killed and many injured. Measuring 
back many months to the last prior great acci- 
dent affecting regularly operated, standard rail- 
road trains, we gain a high appreciation of the 
success with which safety first principles are be- 
ing applied for the protection of the American 
traveling public. 
Perseverance in extending the new system in 
which so much progress has already been made— 
steady perfection of methods to apply to excep- 
tional as well as ordinary conditions—is the l!es- 
son of the lamentable tragedy. 
THE ENTENTE’S CONTINENTAL CONGRESS. 
A conference of ministers, military command- 
ers and others representing eight nations of the 
entente league—37 persons in all—has just ended 
at Paris. It suggests, somewhat remotely it is 
true, those informal conferences of Committee of 
Safety men and others in Revolutionary times 
that preceded the formation of the Continental 
Congress. This entente conference in a sense 
was a continental congress. Its members had 
pewer only as it was delegated to them by the 
various governments for which they acted vicar- 
iously, just as the delegates in the Revolutionar, 
conferences could act only within the limits s&% 
them by their states. . 
Our colonies, converted into sovereign states, 
became confederated under the stress of war. But 
it was the necessity of trade and commerce that 
forced them later into a much closer union. 


Can anyone now foresee the outcome of the 


Wilson administration, much more quickly and] 


ning commercial confederacies after the war. No 
stronger bond exists for uniting the peoples of 
different races and governments than the bond 
of common business interests. 
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SQUARE DEAL TAX APPORTIONMENT. 

Pike County is the home of Gov. Major, a 
member of the State Board of Equalization. In 
this long settled county farm lands are assessed 
at an average of $13.31 an acre, about 27 per cent 
of their value. The county will contribute to the 
| Hate in taxes $16,258.44 this year. 

In Jasper County, home of another member, 
Secretary of State Roach, farm lands are assessed 
at $17.82 an acre, 28 per cent of their value. This 
rich mining county will make a total contribu- 
tion of only $45,266 to the State in taxes this 
year. 

Lafayette County, home of State Auditor and 
Equalizer Gordon, assesses farm lands at $17.60 
an acre, about a quarter of their value. Its State 
taxes will total $23,597. 

Mississippi County, home of a fourth equalizer, 
Treasurer Deal, assesses farm lands at $7.92 an 
acre, less than a quarter of the average value. It 
will pay a total of $7485 in State taxes. 

Macon County is where Attorney-General Bar- 
ker lives, also an equalizer. It taxes farm 
lands on a value of $9.49 and will pay a total 
of $18,037. 

The average assessment in these five counties, 
protected in tax dodging by representation on the 
Equalizing Board, is $13.22 an acre. The actual 
average value is given at about $52 an acre. But 
what owner of ah average farm in these counties 
would be willing to sell even for $52 an acre? 

Practically every one of these five counties is a 
liability on the State Treasury, instead of an as- 
set. That is, they obtain from the State in the 
school subsidy and other funds more than they 
pay to it. No wonder the equalizers refuse to 
equalize, 

By contrast, farm lands in St. Louis, Buchanan 
and Jackson counties are assessed at an average 
of $61 an acre. The total assessment of farms in 
these three counties is 11 per cent of the total for 
farm lands in all the 114 counties, but the three 
raise but 4 per cent of the total farm products of 
Missouri. 

Is it the purpose of the equalizers this year to 
sanction tax-dodging by their own and other in- 
terior counties and to milk St. Louis, Kansas City 
and St. Joe for State uses? Or will they give us 
a square deal apportionment of State burdens? 
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If Young America is to compete with the en- 
terprising boys whose parents are foreign-born, 
he should begin by putting less into his stomach 
and more into his head. 
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SUGAR DUTY AND SUGAR PRICES. 

The sugar magnates should have timed that big 
increase in sugar prices for another portion of 
the year—the canning season, for instance, when 
we are used to increased prices. The consumer 
who puts two and two together will regard it 
highly significant that he ‘s asked to pay vastly 
greater charges for sugar just at the time when 
the bill retaining a tariff duty on sugar has passed 
the House. 

That bill is urged as a strictly tarifi-for-revenue 
measure. The Government needs the money. But 
the cost to the consumer will greatly exceed the 
amount the Government gets out of it—instructive 
object lesson on the workings of protective tariff 


taxes.

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BRITONS GIVE 10 
KEEP OUT OF WAR 


“Best Violin Maker in England” 
Tells Tribunals He Feels He 
Is Needed at Home. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
LONDON, March 1.—Military service 
tribunals, consisting of anywhere from 
seven to 2 members, are. sitting 
throughout England hearing applica- 
tions for exemption from men eligihic 
at the front. Many complaints have be- 
gun to go up over the leniency shown 
by the tribunals to single men who have 
offered rather fantastic’ reasons for 
evading service in the army. Complete 
exemption has been granted in compar- 
atively few cases, but postponements 
have been most frequent, and the tri- 
bunals now are being warned that every 
single man excused means the earlier 
calling out of the groups of married 
men attested under the Derby plan. 

Thus far married men have gone only 
through voluntary enlistment, the com- 
pulsory service act not applying to 
them as yet, but thousands have attest- 
ed their readiness to serve when thea 
supply of single men is exhausted. 

Many single men, with mothers or 
sisters dependent upon them, are mak- 
ing the claim that their domestic duties 
are just as sacred and just as deserving 
of the nation’s consideration as thos2z 
of the married men. They make the 
further plea that their family obliga- 
tions were imposed on them through no 
act of their own, whereas the married 
man assumed liability for others 
through voluntary choice. 

“If I am to be called away from the 
support of my widowed mother anil 
three dependent sisters,’’ said one youny 
clerk, “I will be followed by the thought 
that they must eventually go to the 
workhouse (almshouse), and I am sure 
that under the circumstances I would 
not make a very good soldicr for the 
King.”’ 

The. tribunal. thoygnt otherwise. 

Pleas by Employers. 

Exemptions are sought upon the the- 
ory that the applicant is ‘‘indispcensa- 
ble’’ to the conduct of the business in 
which he is engaged. Often the pleas 
are made by the employer, who himself 
is beyond military age. 

“This clerk manages my entire busi- 
ness and is absolutely indispensable,” 
said one employer to the tribunal at 
Lewisham. , 

‘And what do you pay him?” asked 
the chairman. 

‘Seventeen 
week.’’ 

The tribunal held that “absolute 
indispensabilitv’ was worthy of 
higher consideration than $4 a week, 
and the clerk was swept into the 
army. 

One employer appealed for the ex- 
emption of an “artistic sign painter.” 

“In such a time of stress as this I 
think the country can get along with 
inartistic sign®,”’’ ruled the chairman. 

At Liverpool an undertaker claimed 
he was truly indispensable. After six 
months he must join the army. 

The Lord Mayor of London, an en- 
thusiastic worker for recruits, ap- 
plieq to the London tribunal for the 
exemption of a footman employed at 
the Mansion House. Sir T. Vezey 
Strong, the chairman, thought a post- 
ponement of one month sufficient to 
allow the Lord Mayor to make other 
arrangements. 

A widow of Penge obtained a three 
months’ respite for her eligible son 
on the ground that he was indispen- 
sable to the conduct of her small 


laundry. 
“He calls for and distributes the 


laundry,” said she, “and does more 
ironing than any two women.” 
Farmers Want Help. 

The tribunals face their greatest 
difficulty in dealing with the agri- 
cultural districts. Some farmers have 
gone to the extent of threatening to 
abandon their farms entirely if not 
allowed sufficient help. The tribunals 
have adopted the policy of allowing 
three men to each 100 acres of farm 
land. In the meantime hundreds of 
thousands of women are being re- 
cruited for farm work. 

One young man _ unsuccessfully 
quoted from a speech of Prime Min- 
ister Asquith in the House of Com- 
mons, in seeking exemption on the 
ground thet he was the sole support 
of a widowed mother. He quoted As- 
quith to the effect that in taking 
away the sole support of a widow 
would be “monstrous.” The applica- 
tion was refused when it was shown 
there were other relatives with whom 
the mother might live. 

Another young man told the tribunal 
it was condemning his mother to death 
in sending him to the war. 

“Tf I were alone in the world I should 
have gone long ago,” he added. It ap- 
peared, however, the financial condition 
of the family was sufficient. 

A theatrical manager was grantcd 
three months’ grace when he explained 
that if there were no amusements “the 
people would have nowhere to go.”’ 

Brief Exemptions Granted. 

A cartoonist thought himself indis- 
pensable because his drawings amuse:! 
the soldiéra at the front; “the champicn 
Clog dancer of the world” thought his 
supremacy in that art should not be 
endangered; ‘‘the best violin maker in 
England” felt he was needed at home. 
A buyer of silks, an “expert sausa¢e 
cutter,” a@ Warehouse “Samson” with 
remarkable MNftthge ability, a Bible 
packer, all made pleas, but obtained 
exemptions for brief periods only. 

The plea of conscientious scruples 
against war is heard infrequently before 


the tribunals. The possessor of such 
scruples generally comes in for a very 
severe grilling.

OF BY ONE OF CREW 


British Submarine Remained at 
Task of Sinking Turkish 
Ships 24 Days. 


The following letter from a young En- 
glish Lieutenant is reprinted from the 
Manchester Guardian of Manchester, 
England: 
“H. M. Submarine E-7. 

‘“‘Dear Motker—We_ returned safely 
yesterday after 24 days up the Dar- 
danelles in the Sea of Marmora. It is 
hopeless to try to give a detailed ac- 
count in a letter, but you can take it 
from me it was a fine show. We broke 
all previous records. Cochrane was ab- 
solutely splendid. The tale of our do- 
ings ig the sort of thing one reads of in 
the old days. We went around the Sea 
of Marmora leaving a trail of sunk and 
burning ships. We fairly shook things 
to the core. 
“We are the first submarine in history 
to bombard a place on shore un.ier fire. 
I think we were under fire about three 
times a day on an average, and pene- 
trated into all sorts of places and de- 
stroyed shipping. We even shelled a 
railway and destroyed two troop trains. 
We shelled the embankment and 
blocked the line, and then caught the 
trains as they came along. It was the 
funniest thing you can imagine to see 
the trains try to hide behind trees, but 
we caught her and smashed her all !o 
blazes. 


Ammunition Blown Up. a 
“The ammunition all blew up witn 


a terrific explosion. The soldiers, of 
course, got out and took cover and fired 
tons of ammunition at us, but we were 
out of range. 

“Altogether we sank one gunboat, five 
steamers (one of 3000 tons), and 17 large 
sailing ships, two trains, one railway 
cmbankment and a few villagers who 
fired on us and got it in the neck for 
doing so. We also dived up to Constan- 
tsnople and fired a torpedo at the wharf, 
at the arsenal, where there were a lot 
vf ammunition lighters, and there was a 
irost terrific explosion, which shook the 
boat although we were one and one- 
quarter miles away. What happened 


MI don’t know, but something must have 


got it in the neck, judging by the bank. 

‘We had a small duel with a small 
ginboat one day on the surface and 
crove her off, although she fired 24 
rounds from her two guns. After that 
we were left alone, and everything ran 
like blazes when we got anywhere near. 
The only drawback was that we all had 
dysentery, and Halifax, the second offi- 
cer, and a seaman got badly burned set- 
ting fire to a steamer, so Cochrane and 
T had to Keep watch all the time, and 
by the time 24 days were gone we were 
absolutely done up. What Halifax went 
through with his burned feet for three 
weeks below, I don't know. 


Got Mixed Up in Nets, 
‘‘We had no trouble diving the Sea of 


Marmora, but when we came down we 
had an awful time, as the Turks had 
rigged up all sorts of nets and things 
to catch us, and we got mixed up in 
them and also got fouled by mines three 
times. The reception we got in the 
harbor was great. The whole fleet and 
everything manned the rails and cheered 
us madly. Just imagine us—all dirty 
and unshaven, and the flag with bul- 
let holes all over it, and conning tower 
all dents from _ buliets and _rusty— 
steaming through the lines, and thou- 
sands of men cheering like man. 

‘Battleships, cruisers, torpedo boats. 
transports, and’ ths Captains leading 
the cheers. It was great. I have heard 
cheers before, but this was the real 
thing. Poor old Cochrane’s eyes were 
full of tears as he saluted to cries of 
‘Aro we downhearted”?” and ‘Wel! done, 
E-7.’ At present I am resting on lard 
and basking in the light of popular fa- 
vor. It is very nice to be a hero among 
one’s own cloth, you know, because they 
really mean it, and tliey realiy under- 
stand. Yours, etc.’

SEATTLE, Wash., March 30.—The 
Seattle Merchants’ Exchange, which 
complained that American shipping was 
being delayed because of vessels’ inabil- 
ity to obtain men under the seamen’s 
act, has been informed by Secretary 
Redfield that no one had power to sus- 
pend the law. 

‘The facts in each individual case 
that is reported to the department will 
be carefully investigated and action, if 
ony, will be based upon actual condi- 
tfons found to exist,’’ said the Secre- 
tary’s reply. “Every possible effort 
must be made by owners, masters and 
acents to comply fully with the law.”’
